W as the Moat Thrilling Ride the 


P resident Ever Had. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 2.- The deluge 
that flooded four states and halted 
traffic from Omaha to K ansas City 
m arooned the Taft sp*-< ial for nine 
hours on the Missouri prairies ami 
brought the president into this city 
twelve hours 
behind 
his 
scheduled 
time. 
Only the precaution of the .Missouri 
Pacific In anticipating the hundredth 
chance saved the president’s 
train 
from derailm ent In a washout nine 
miles north of Atchison, Kan. 
For m ost of the day the president's 
train was the only one running be­ 
tween O m aha and Kansas City. T res­ 
tles w ere built to hold the tracks 
above the surging flood thai buried 
the 
N eb rask a 
meadows, a n a i n s 
were m ade up to test the track before 
the Taft special was allowed to con 
tinue its trip. 
For miles at a stretch the water 
ran up to the tracks and flooded ov*r 
them. 
No rock bedding could have 
lasted a m inute before the rush of 
water. 
H ouses 
with the w ater half 
w'av up to their windows were passed, 
and entire cornfields, fences and roads 
were subm erged. Families with wag­ 
ons full of household furniture res 
cued from th e flood stood stranded 
In the mud on the nighest points of 
the road as the president's train pass- 
»-d by. 
At every dangerous point the prest- 
d en t’s consent was asked before the 
trip was continued, Despite the pre 
cautions of the railroad officials aud 
their assu ran ces that there was no 
danger, it was the most thrilling ride 
that the president has ever been given 
in all the hundred thousand miles of 
his traveling about the country since 
he bas been in the White House. 
The cloudburst came when the pre - 
ident's train was at Atchison, Kan. He 
was routed to O m aha via the Missouri

A JOINT RESOLUTION 
Proposing an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion of the Commonwealth ol Pennsyl­ 
vania, so ae to consolidate the courts of 
common pleas of Allegheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Com n ion weal th of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania he, aud the same is hereby, pra­ 
wned, in accordance w ith the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
That section six of article five be 
amended, by striking out Hie said section 
ami inserting in plara thereof the follow- 
ing: 
Section Ii. In the county of Philadel­ 
phia all the jurisdiction and powers now 
vested iii the district courts and courts of 
common pleas, subject to such changes as 
may lie made by this Constitution or by 
law, shall be in Philadelphia vested in 
five distinct ami serrate courts of equal 
anti co-ordinate jurisdiction, composed of 
three judgi** each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall l>e designated respect­ 
ively as the court of common pleas nuin- 
i**r one, number two, number time*, 
nuniUt four and nullifier five, hut the 
number of said comte may I ,• by law in­ 
creased, from time to time, ami shall Is* 
in like manner designated I J successive 
numbers.
